Madam  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1959,  which  sets  out  in  a concise  and  useful  manner, 
the  various  health  services  provided  in  the  Urban  District. 

Vital  ) The  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Urban  Dis- 

Statist ics i ) trict  show  an  increase  in  the  popula- 
tion (as  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General)  of  some  190  people.  However, 
there  is  a slight  decrease  in  the  Birth  Rate  when  compared 
with  the  previous  year  - 11.62  against  12,09  for  1958, 

There  is  also  a slight  decrease  in  the  Death  Rate, 

11,68  against  12,53  in  1958,  and  by  referring  to  the  table 
on  page  19,  it  will  be  seen  that  approximately  72^  of  the 
deaths  were  due  to  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases. 
However,  it  Is  interesting  to  note  that  of  the  264  deaths 
registered  during  the  year,  17  were  between  90  and  102  years 
of  age:  three  of  the  ladies  were  over  100  years,  one  being 
101  and  two  being  102  respectively. 

There  were  only  two  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age,  but  there  were  five  stillbirths:  one  baby  lived 
30  minutes  and  the  other  one  hour. 

Infectious)  As  regards  the  invidence  of  Infectious 

Diseases:  ) diseases,  the  number  of  notifications 

received  (820)  was  much  higher  than  in 
1958,  when  the  number  was  332,  The 
increase  was  due  to  an  outbreak  of  Measles  which  had  com- 
menced during  the  last  quarter  of  1958  and  reached  its 
peak  during  the  first  quarter  of  1959,  only  32  notifications 
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being  received  during  the  last  nine  months  of  the  year. 
There  were  also  slight  increases  in  the  numbers  of  Whooping 
Cough  and  Ghickenpox  cases.  Fortunately  there  were  no 
Polloniyelitie  nor  Food  Poisoning  cases  notified  during  the 
year. 


In  relation  to  tuberculosis,  a full  report  on  the  re- 
sults of  the  survey  bj  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  is  given 
In  section  F.  of  this  report. 

At  the  same  time  examinations  were  also  carried  out  in 
respect  of  Cancer  of  the  Lung,  and  a ’Nil’  return  given  for 
both  the  schools  and  general  public  groups.  This  is  very 
satisfactory. 

Health  and)  The  Health  Services  provided  in  the 

Social  ) town,  through  the  National  Health  Ser- 

Servlces:  ) vice  Act,  are  up-to-date  and  adequate. 

These  Services  are  available  to  all 
the  inhabitants  in  the  Urban  District, 
and  are  set  out  in  detail  in  the  following  pages. 

Our  thanks  and  appreciation  are  again  due  to  the  offi- 
cers and  members  of  the  various  staffs  and  committees  who 
combine  to  make  up  a successful  'Health  Service ’ ; and  of 
course  to  the  officers  and  staffs  of  the  various  voluntary 
organizations,  who  give  up  so  much  of  their  time  working 
for  the  comfort  and  well-being  of  many  of  the  citizens  of 
our  town. 

Housing ; The  Council's  building  programme  ended 

in  1956,  and  during  1957-59  no  further 
building  was  undertaken.  However,  116 
dwellings  were  erected  by  private  enterprise,  and  a further 
39  were  under  construction  at  31st  December  1959, 

During  the  year  the  Council  considered  the  question  of 
providing  additional  accommodation  for  housing  elderly 
people  by  erecting  a block  of  22  flatlets:  at  the  moment 
however,  the  scheme  is  only  in  its  infancy  and  will  probably 
be  developed  further  during  1960. 

Food:  As  stated  above,  no  cases  of  food  poison 

Ing  were  notified  in  the  Urban  District 
in  1959:  but  as  a result  of  inspections 
educational  literature,  talks,  and  'clean  food'  publicity 
during  recent  years,  the  members  of  the  catering  establish- 
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merits  and  rood  shops  are  hecomlng  more  conscious,  and  more 
interested.  In  the  question  of  ’food  hygiene ’ and  the  regu- 
lations relating  thereto. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice 
cream  had  risen  from  99  in  1958  to  106  in  1959;  the  47 
samples  taken  for  analysis  during  the  year  all  proved  to  be 
satisfactory , 

The  good  reports  on  samples  of  milk  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  examination,  point  to  a high 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  this  commodity. 

Environmental)  Up-to-date  environmental  services  have 

Services ; ) made  much  progress  in  recent  years: 

most  urban  and  rural  districts  now 
have  a piped  water  supply;  modern 
drainage  and  sewage  systems;  and  an  expansion  of  public 
cleansing  services,  Efore  recently,  ’clean  air’  adminis- 
tration; a Litter  Act  and  a Byelaw  v/ith  regard  to  the 
’Fouling  of  Footways  by  Dogs ’ . The  two  latter  items  were 
brought  into  force  in  an  endeavour  to  persuade  residents 
to  keep  clean  and  tidy  the  lanes,  streets,  thoroughfares, 
footways,  parks,  gardens,  beaches,  etc..  In  a public 
health  conscious  country  this  should  not  have  been  neces- 
sary, particularly  In  a seaside  holiday  centre. 

I should  like,  through  this  report,  to  make  an  earnest 
appeal  to  everyone,  and  more  particularly  to  the  residents 
of,  and  visitors  to  this  Urban  District,  to  see  to  it  that 
they  and  their  families  are  not  offenders  in  this  respect; 
when  everyone  uses  the  litter  bins,  of  which  there  is  a 
plentiful  supply,  and  every  dog  owner  sees  that  their  dogs 
are  properly  trained,  this  will  be  an  advantage  to  the  town, 
both  from  an  aesthetic  and  a public  health  point  of  view. 

It  is  for  each  individual,  adults,  adolescents  and 
children,  to  take  an  Interest  in  his/her  own  environment. 
Public  Health  and  Education  Acts  may  require  the  provision 
of  a wide  variety  of  health  facilities,  but  the  creation 
of  a healthy  vi/ay  of  life  and  work  within  the  walls  of  the 
home,  the  factory,  the  office,  the  shop,  or  school,  is  in 
the  hands  of  those  who  serve  therein.  The  state  of  the 
roads,  footpaths,  etc.  does  not  alone  depend  on  the  work 
of  the  Health  Services,  but  upon  the  willing  co-operation 
of  the  public  in  general,  which  means  everybody,  from  the 
eldest  to  the  youngest;  residents  and  visitors;  for  to  a 
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great  extent  it  is  the  people  themselves  who  create  their 
own  environment.  The  Health  Services  are  established  to 
assist  and  advise,  and  thus  a good  Public  Health  Relations 
Service  is  engendered. 

Personal  Health)  This  section  of  public  health  work 

Services ; ) includes  the  work  of  the  clinics  - 

maternal  and  child  welfare,  school, 
dental,  tuberculosis,  home  nursing, 
the  care  of  old  people,  the  control  of  infectious  diseases, 
and  the  aftercare  of  the  deaf,  blind,  crippled  and  mentally 
disturbed. 

Whilst  the  personal  health  services  are  largely  under 
the  control  of  the  County  Council  as  the  local  Health 
Authority,  the  local  Public  Health  Department  is  a strong 
link  between  the  local  public  and  the  County  Authority; 
the  local  voluntary  organizations  carry  out  much  valuable 
work,  and  they  in  turn  form  another  strong  link  in  the 
Public  Health  Relations  Services  chiefly  in  assisting 
those  who  have  become  handicapped  by  age  and  infirmity. 

The  problem  of  the  welfare,  housing  and  care  of  lonely 
elderly  people  is  not  only  a local,  but  a national  problem. 
There  are  many  aspects  in  relation  to  this  problem  which 
is  presented  to  us  by  an  ageing  population  - family  rela- 
tionships, social  responsibilities,  economic  factors  and 
medical  considerations. 

All  around  us  we  see  men  and  women  growing  old  while 
retaining  their  normal  vigour  and  Interest  in  life  and 
work;  then  in  sharp  contrast,  those  less  fortunate  who, 
through  various  causes,  have  come  to  need  the  service  of 
others,  this  matter  concerns  every  member  of  the  commun- 
ity, for  all  are  at  different  stages  of  'growing  old'. 

Road  and  ) Continued  progress  is  made  by  the 

Home  Safety; ) Road  and  Home  Safety  Committee,  In 

September  1959  a Road  Safety  Week 
was  held,  which  included  an  exhibi- 
tion in  the  Victoria  Gardens;  special  films  were  shown; 
and  various  displays  took  place  in  cycle  training  profi- 
ciency, etc.,  etc..  The  Home  Safety  Section  is  also  re- 
ceiving earnest  attention. 


General: 


In  making  a general  survey  of  the 
year's  work,  I would  say  that  the 
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health  of  the  people  of  the  town  was  very  satisfactory 
during  the  twelve  months.  We  were  again  very  fortunate  in 
being  free  from  Poliomyelitis,  During  1959  the  scheme  for 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis  was  extended  to  include 
all  persons  up  to  the  age  of  40  years,  together  with  cer- 
tain specified  special  groups;  and  this  fact  was  given 
suitable  publicity  in  the  town,  posters  being  displayed 
giving  the  place  and  time  of  vaccination  sessions;  and  to 
assist  business  people  a special  session  was  arranged  dur- 
ing the  evening  from  6-  0 to  7-30  at  the  County  Council's 
Clinic. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
of  expressing  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  my  appreciation  for  their  support  and 
encouragement  during  the  year, 

thanks  are  also  due  to  all  members  of  the  local 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  loyal  and  efficient  way 
in  which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties;  to  col- 
leagues in  other  Departments;  to  the  Staffs  of  the  Kent 
County  Health  Services  and  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
Services  covering  the  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter's  Urban 
District;  and  to  the  Medical  Practitioners  practising  in 
the  area,  for  their  willing  co-operation  and  assistance  at 
all  times  in  the  public  health  work  of  the  town,

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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Urban  District  of  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter's  is 
situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Isle  of  Thanet  coast  and  is 
surrounded  on  three  sides  by  the  North  Sea  and  the  English 
Channel.  The  town,  by  its  high  altitude,  dominates  the 
famDUs  seaboard  of  Thanet,  and  is  bounded  on  the  north  by 
the  Borough  of  Margate,  and  on  the  South  by  the  Borough  of 
Ramsgate.  The  whole  front,  which  is  interspersed  with 
seven  sheltered  bays,  faces  south-east.  The  clijoate  la 
bracing,  dry  and  equable. 

A large  percentage  of  the  inhabitants  may  be  described 
as  private  residents,  and  a good  proportion  of  these  are 
employed  in  the  hotels  and  boarding  and  apartment  houses 
during  the  summer  months,  or  engaged  in  occupations  con- 
nected with  the  stay  in  the  district  of  numerous  visitors. 
With  the  advent  of  the  visitors,  the  summer  population  may 
be  said  to  be  double  the  winter  population. 

Whilst  the  town  is  primarily  a holiday  resort  and  the 
principal  industry  is  that  of  catering  for  the  needs  of 
the  visitors,  in  addition  to  the  Shops,  Education,  Enter- 
tainment and  Utility  Services  - (Schools,  Cinemas,  Halls, 
Electricity,  Gas,  Water,  Fire,  Transport,  Local  Government, 
Postal  Services  and  Banks),  there  are  Factories,  Workshops 
and  Garages  in  the  Urban  District,  and  premises  in  a grow- 
ing light  industrial  area  situated  on  the  outskirts  of  the 
town,  which  provide  stable  employment  for  a section  of  the 
community  who  are  not  engaged  in  the  holiday  industry, 

A proportion  of  the  inhabitants  are  employed  at  the 
Boarding  Schools,  large  Convalescent  Homes  and  Holiday 
Homes,  of  which  there  are  several  in  the  area. 

The  farmers  and  nurserymen  in  the  Urban  District  and 
the  surrounding  neighbourhood  provide  employment  for  those 
Interested  in  agricultural  pursuits. 

Quite  a few  of  the  residents  travel  daily  to  business 
in  the  City,  and  others  to  employment  in  the  neighbouring 
towns  of  ^rgate,  Ramsgate  and  Canterbury;  and  also  to 
Rlchboroiagh,  south  of  Ramsgate,  which  area  has  developed 
in  the  past  few  years  into  a busy  hive  of  industry. 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority 
for  the  Urban  District,  and  they  are  responsible  for  two 
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Technical  Schools,  one  County  MDdern  School  and  five  County 
Primary  Schools  in  the  towns  and  also  for  Hilderstone 
House,  an  adult  education  centre. 

Social  Welfare  : Elderly  People. 

Throughout  the  year  the  needs  of  the  old  people  con- 
tinued to  attract  attention,  and  whilst  much  good  work  is 
done  hy  the  County  Council’s  District  Officers,  Home  Nurses 
Health  Visitors  and  Domestic  Helpers,  the  voluntary  organ- 
izations make  a valuable  contribution  towards  the  social 
welfare  of  the  old  people  in  the  town. 

The  members  of  the  Broadstairs  Branch  of  the  Old  Age 
Pensioners’  Federation  and  of  the  ’Over  60'  Club,  together 
with  the  W.V.S,,  continue  to  operate  their  ’silent  service' 
for  the  ageing  and  the  aged  by  visiting  the  aged  sick, 
disabled  and  needy:  and  by  drawing  attention  to  the  social 
side  of  their  activities  to  those  who  are  ’home  bound' 
through  shyness  or  loneliness.  Socials,  whist  drives,  con- 
certs (each  Club  has  its  own  choir),  lectures,  outings, 
etc.  are  arranged  and  are  well  supported  by  the  members  of 
the  two  Clubs,  Sessions  are  also  arranged  for  those  inter- 
ested in  the  arts  and  handicrafts,  as  and  when  the  need 
arises . 

Social  Welfare  : The  Deaf  and  Hard  of  Hearing. 

The  good  work  of  the  Marigold  Club  was  continued  dur- 
ing 1959  by  the  Broadstairs  and  St.  Peter's  Branch  of  the 
W.V.S,.  People  of  all  ages  are  welcomed  and  catered  for 
at  this  Club,  and  by  meeting  each  other  at  these  weekly 
sessions,  new  interests  and  friendships  are  created  both 
for  the  old  and  the  young  who,  in  the  ordinary  way,  have 
a greater  loneliness  in  life  because  of  their  deafness.

AS  PROVIDED  BY  THE  KENT  COUNTY  COUIICIL. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological,  pathological  and  biological  examin- 
ations were  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
at  Preston  Hall,  British  Legion  Village,  Maidstone,  (Tele- 
phone - Maidstone  7262,  Extension  20).  These  Laboratories 
are  under  the  direction  of  Dr,  J.  H,  C,  Walker  - Telephone 
Maidstone  7239), 

The  chemical  examinations  were  carried  out  as  hitherto 
by  the  County  Analyst  at  the  County  Laboratory,  County  Hall 
I^idstone,  (Telephone  - Maidstone  4321). 

Some  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the  Margate 
General  Hospital  Laboratory  by  Dr.  H,  Sterndale  and  his 
staff. 


Ambulance  Facilities . 

The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  responsible  authority 
for  the  provision  of  an  Ambulance  Service  throughout  the 
County . 

The  Ambulance  Station  at  Northdown  Road,  St,  Peter’s 
(Telephone  - Thanet  61461/2)  covers  the  whole  of  the  Thanet 
area;  the  nearest  neighbouring  Stations  (according  to 
location  of  requirement)  are  Whitstable,  Canterbury  and 
Deal, 


Radio -telephony  equipment  is  Installed  at  the  Broad- 
stairs  Northdown  Station,  enabling  information  to  be  passed 
to  and  from  central  control  and  to  nest  of  the  vehicles  in 
the  area.  This  makes  possible  the  quick  diversion  of  the 
ambulances  to  accidents  and  other  emergencies  and  can  save 
life  and  time. 

Requests  for  suitable  means  of  transport  for  persons 
suffering  from  Illness  or  mental  defectiveness  or  expect- 
ant or  nursing  mothers,  are  to  be  made  to  the  appropriate 
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ambulance  Station  and.  In  cases  other  than  accidents,  can 
be  accepted  only  from  medical  practitioners,  hospital  staffs 
and,  in  emergency,  midwives  and  nurses.  Rail  transport  is 
used  wherever  practicable  and  especially  when  long  journeys 
are  involved. 


Home  Nursing. 

This  service  is  provided  free  by  the  County  Council, 
and  except  in  case  of  emergency  and  accident,  patients  can 
only  be  attended  when  the  nurses  are  required  by  the  doctors 
to  do  so . 


Domestic  Help  Service. 

A Domestic  Help  Service  is  operated  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  and  is  provided  for  households  where  such  help  is 
required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any  person  who  is  ill, 
lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mental  defective,  aged,  or  a 
child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.  The  service  provided 
is  limited  to  the  performance  of  essential  domestic  help, 
and  the  demands  made  on  the  service  continue  to  increase. 

Elderly  people  retained  in  their  own  familiar  surround- 
ings, with  a sense  of  being  still  actively  part  of  the  com- 
munity, can  often  fend  for  themselves  if  given  a little  help. 
It  is  for  this  reason  that  a good  home  nursing  service,  to- 
gether with  domestic  help  through  a home -help  scheme,  can 
play  such  an  important  part  in  keeping  the  aged  and  infirm 
out  of  hospital. 

The  Area  Organizer  has  kindly  supplied  me  with  the  fol- 
lowing information  with  regard  to  the  work  done  in  the  Urban 
District  during  1959,  - 

’'Domestic  Help  Service; 

”The  average  number  of  cases  assisted  in  Broadstairs 
and  St,  Peter’s  each  week  is  65,  The  work  is  undertaken  by 
14  part-time  helpers." 

Family  Help  Service i 

t 

This  Service  covers  cases  where  a nother  is  admitted 
to  hospital,  etc.,  and  there  are  two  or  more  children  in 
the  household.  It  has  been  found  better  to  retain  the 
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children  in  their  own  homes  rather  than  place  them  with 
foster  parents  or  in  residential  nurseries.  It  has  also 
been  found  more  economical  than  boarding  the  children  out. 
Under  this  service  the  care  of  the  children  is  ensured  from 
the  time  the  husband  leaves  for  work  until  his  return  home. 

Child  Care  Service : 

This  is  a service  to  assist  specified  ’problem  family’ 
cases  and  is  an  entirely  free  service. 

Special  Services  for  the  Aged  (70  years  of  age 

and  over ) : 

(a)  Evening  Service.  - Help  is  provided  during  the 

evening  to  ensure  that  those 

who  are  Incapacitated  have  assistance  to  help  them  undress, 
fill  hot  water  bottles,  see  that  the  fire  is  safe  for  the 
night,  etc.;  these  duties  take  approximately  half  an  hour 
to  an  hour  to  perform  each  evening,  including  Saturdays  and 
Sundays . 

(b ) Night  Service.  - This  Service  is  brought  into 

operation  in  cases  of  illness, 
where  a patient  cannot  be  left  alone,  and  is  provided  in 
the  first  instance  for  a period  of  three  weeks  - from 
10-0  p.m.  to  6-  0 a.m.  each  night. 


Health  Visitors,  School  Nurses  and 
Infant  Life  Protection  Officers. 


The  County  Council’s  Health  Visiting,  School  Nursing 
and  Infant  Life  Protection  Services  continued  to  be  carried 
out  in  the  usual  way  by  the  two  Health  Visitors;  and  also 
the  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor. 


Midwifery  Service. 

The  two  Midwives  appointed  by  the  County  Council  con 
tinued  to  operate  the  Midwifery  Service  in  the  Urban  List 
rlct . 
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Family  Planning:. 

The  Family  Planning  Association  Clinic  Is  well  estab- 
lished at  the  Margate  Hospital:  this  year  the  Committee 
obtained  the  co-operation  of  the  Marriage  Guidance  Council 
and  arrangements  were  made  for  a Marriage  Guidance  Counsel- 
lor to  be  available  at  the  Clinic,

Children's  Homes , - 

There  are  a few  Children’s  Homes,  some  privately 
owned  and  others  operated  by  the  County  Council:  there 
are  also  some  registered  Poster  Homes  in  the  district. 

Residential  Nursery.  - 

One  residential  Training  Nursery,  with  accommodation 
for  some  25  children,  is  administered  by  the  Church  of 
England  Children's  Society, 

Convalescent  Homes. 

There  were  four  Children's  Convalescent  Homes  with 
accommodation  for  some  340  children:  and  there  is  also 
one  adult  Convalescent  Home  in  the  Urban  District,  with 
accommodation  for  50  men. 

Holiday  Homes. 

There  are  eight  Holiday  Homes,  two  for  children,  six 
for  adults,  including  one  for  old  age  pensioners;  one  for 
convalescent  patients  and  their  families;  one  for  disabled 
people  - paralysed,  spastics,  etc,;  an  L.C.C.  recuperative 
holiday  home;  a home  for  ladies  only  administered  by  three 
London  Parishes;  and  a Salvation  Army  Holiday  Home  for 
families.  Also  a section  of  the  L.C.C,  residential  Home 
for  old  people  was  used  as  a Holiday  Home  for  some  of  the 
old  people  in  the  London  County  Council's  Inland  Homes, 
who  come  to  Broadstairs  for  a week's  seaside  holiday  dur- 
ing the  su::r-^r  months. 

Homes  for  Elderly  People  - National  Assistance 
Act,  1948,  Secbion  37T 

These  Homes  are  registered  by  the  County  Council  and 
come  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Residential  Services 
Department,  There  are  three  residential  Homes  for  elderly 
people,  one  administered  by  the  Kent  Council  of  Social 
Service,  with  accommodation  for  30  old  people;  one  admin- 
istered by  the  London  County  Council,  with  accomniDdatlon 
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for  40  residents;  and  one  administered  by  the  ’'Sisters  of 
the  Church"  (Church  Extension  Society  (Incorporated)),  which 
has  accommodation  for  16  retired  elderly  Sisters, 

There  is  also  a small  number  of  premises,  the  proprie- 
tors of  which  undertake  to  look  after  elderly  people  and 
have  their  premises  registered  by  the  County  Council  for 
this  purpose;  a number  of  old  people  are  also  cared  for  in 
the  registered  Nursing  Homes  when  rooms  are  available. 

The  housing  of  old  people  is  a problem  in  many  parts, 
and  assistance  in  this  direction  has  been  given  by  the 
local  Council,  In  the  development  of  the  Northdown  Estate 
the  erection  of  47  small  bungalows  enabled  the  Council  to 
satisfactorily  house  a number  of  old  people,  and  people 
living  alone:  these  small  bungalows  are  much  appreciated 
by  the  occupants. 

During  the  year  the  Coiincll  had  under  consideration 
various  schemes  for  providing  more  accommodation  for 
elderly  people,  including  the  possibility  of  building  some 
22  old  people's  flatlets. 

Nursing  Homes,  - Public  Health  Act,  1956 , 

Sections  187  to  194, 


The  powers  and  duties  for  the  registration  of  Nursing 
Homes  are  delegated  by  the  County  Council  (as  the  supervis- 
ing Authority)  to  the  Urban  District  Council, 

The  Council  renewed  the  Exemption  Certificates  in  res- 
pect of  the  exemptions  granted  under  Section  192(1)  of  the 
Act,  in  relation  to  six  establishments  in  the  town. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  Homes  regis- 
tered and  the  amcunt  of  accommodation  provided  for  patients. 

Two  new  Homes  were  registered  during  the  year,  in 
January  and  September  respectively.

Mental  Aftercare  Home • - 

A Mental  Health  Service  for  the  prevention,  care  and 
aftercare  of  mental  Illness  and  defectiveness  is  operated 
by  the  Couimty  Council,  and  the  District  Officer  is  the  ap- 
pointed ’’Duly  authorized  Officer”  for  this  Service, 

In  the  Urban  District  there  is  one  registered  Mental 
Aftercare  Home,  with  accommodation  for  24  patients. 


Home  Safety  - Accidents  in  the  Home  ; Road  Safety , 

In  June  1959  the  Urban  District  Council  approved  the 
principle  of  the  Road  Safety  Sub -Committee  dealing  with  the 
co-ordination  of  Home  Safety  Measures  in  the  Urban  District 
and  the  issue  of  information  relating  to  the  precautions 
which  should  be  taken  in  the  homes,  particularly  where  there 
are  young  children  or  old  people. 

The  Kent  County  Council  agreed  to  make  a grant  towards 
the  expenditure  Involved,  and  made  suggestions  regarding 
the  appointment  of  certain  persons  as  local  representatives 
to  attend  the  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Sub -Committee  when 
home  safety  matters  would  be  under  discussion, 

A letter  was  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer 
dated  13th  October  1959,  enclosing  a copy  of  a circular 
letter  which  he  was  sending  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  in 
connection  with  the  local  Council's  arrangements  to  under- 
take Home  Safety  duties,  with  the  aid  of  a grant  from  the 
County  Council;  giving  further  details  of  the  quarterly 
planning  guide;  and  offering  assistance  in  the  organiza- 
tion of  any  future  local  campaigns  which  might  be  under  con- 
sideration. 
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A Road  Safety  Week  was  lield  in  September  last,  includ- 
ing an  exhibition,  special  films  and  various  displays. 


Schools . 


The  Kent  County  Council  is  the  Education  Authority 
for  the  area,  and  in  addition  to  the  seven  State  Schools, 
there  is  an  adult  Education  Centre  and  a number  of  Board- 
ing and  Private  Day  Schools;  there  are  also  Schools  for 
delicate  and  handicapped  children  in  Broadstalrs  and  the 
Thane t area.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA. 


Water , 

Since  April  1956,  the  water  undertaking  Is  under  the 
control  of  the  Thane t Water  Board,  which  comprises  the 
undertakings  of  Thanet,  Sandwich,  Eastry,  parte  of  the  Bridge 
Blean  and  Mid-Kent  areas.  * 

It  is  reported  by  the  Water  Board  that  - 

"Duo  partly  to  the  wiadom  of  past  generations,  the 
Board's  area  (some  100  square  miles)  is  not  short  of  water. 
The  rain  which  is  soaked  into  the  ground  is  always  trying 
to  find  its  way  to  the  sea  and  a network  of  tunnels  has 
been  cut  through  the  chalk  to  trap  the  water  and  take  it  to 
the  wells,  where  it  is  pumped  to  the  surface. 

"Although  there  is  no  shortage  of  water  the  great  pro- 
blem is  to  pipe  it  finom  Wingham  and  other  stations  to  the 
towns.  In  the  winter  the  Board  is  called  upon  to  produce 
something  like  five  million  gallons  of  water  a day,  but  with 
the  vast  Increase  of  population  in  the  summer  this  figure 
jumps  to  nine  million  gallons." 

The  water  supply  for  the  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter's 
area  continues  to  be  obtained  from  the  Rumfields  Water 
Works,  which  are  situated  on  the  Western  side  of  the  Dist- 
rict, and  is  supplemented  as  and  when  necessary  by  water 
from  the  Board's  other  sources  - Margate,  etc.. 

The  water  has  no  plumbo  solvent  action. 

Strict  checks  are  made  to  ensure  that  all  water  is 
germ  free  and  so  a small  amount  of  chlorine  is  added. 

Examination  of  V/ater  Samples , 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Preston  Hall,  I>laldstone,  at  fort- 
nightly intervals  and  chemical  analyses  every  two  ninths  by 
the  County  Analyst,

lected  and  sent  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  the

Public  Cleansing. 

The  cleansing  services  are  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor:  these  services  in- 
clude drainage  and  sewerage;  the  supervision  and  mainten 
ance  of  public  conveniences;  the  collection  and  disposal 
of  refuse;  salvage;  etc.,  and  I am  Indebted'to  him  for 
the  following  particulars  on  these  subjects.  - 

Drainage  and  Sewerage , 

Main  drainage  is  provided  for  practically  the  whole 
of  the  district. 

One  hundred  and  ten  (110)  new,  and  two  old  premises 
were  connected  to  the  sewer  during  the  year;  six  new 
cesspools  were  built  at  new  premises;  two  old  cesspools 
were  abolished, 

Nev/  sewers  were  constructed  to  serve  properties  in 
Cedar  Close,  Pig  Tree  Road  and  Sandwood  Road, 

Public  Conveniences  and  Closet  Accommodation. 

There  are  40  public  conveniences  maintained  by  the 
Urban  District  Council  - ’Gentlemen'  - 21,  and  ’Ladies’  - 
19. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  5,523 
premises  with  W.C’s.  draining  into  the  main  drainage  sys- 
tem; and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  premises 
draining  into  cesspools  was  estimated  to  be  587,  this 
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figure  being  arrived  at  by  a series  of  calculations  over 
the  years . 

Arrangements  are  in  operation  whereby  the  Council 
undertake  the  emptying  of  cesspools,  the  cost  of  which  is 
borne  by  the  person  making  application  for  the  work  to  be 
done . 


Public  Cleansing. 

A weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  in  operation 
during  the  year,  and  during  the  summer  months  a bi-weekly 
collection  was  made  from  the  hotels  and  boarding  houses. 
Trade  and  garden  refuse  was  collected  as  and  when  required. 

Dry  refuse  was  collected  by  petrol  driven  motive  units 
and  disposed  of  by  salvage  and  Incineration, 

Cinders  are  separated  from  the  refuse;  tins  and  paper 
are  salvaged  and  baled;  and  together  with  iron,  bones, 
rags  and  other  salvaged  materials,  are  sold  economically 
to  a contractor. 

An  electric  powered  tin  baler  was  purchased  and  put 
into  operation  on  the  30th  August  1958,  which  materially 
assisted  in  the  baling  of  tins. 

The  total  amount  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of 
annually  is  approximately  5,000  tons. 

In  the  financial  year  1959/60,  £1,695  was  received 
for  salvaged  materials. 

Under  the  present  method  of  collection  of  refuse  it 
has  proved  increasingly  difficult  to  operate  and  maintain 
a satisfactory  hygienic  collection  scheme.  In  view  of  an 
ever  increasing  building  programme  and  flat  conversions 
during  the  past  few  years  - the  housing  estates  are  spread- 
ing to  the  perimeter  of  the  Urban  District  - a much  greater 
walking  distance  has  to  be  covered  by  the  men  in  the  areas 
of  collection,  which  proves  to  be  a difficult  factor  to 
overcome,  A new  scheme  was  therefore  proposed  and  approved. 

The  new  scheme  provides  for  the  purchasing  of  two 
modern  rear  loading  diesel  engined  refuse  collection 
vehicles  and  two  salvage  trailers.  In  addition,  in  connec- 
tion with  the  ’disposal  and  salvaging’  side  of  the  problem. 


41. 


the  purchase  of  a mechanical  separator  to  be  Installed  at 
the  Refuse  Disposal  Works  was  agreed  to.  The  Council  ap- 
proved this  scheme  and  orders  were  placed  for  the  new 
equipment.  At  the  beginning  of  1960  the  necessary  plant 
and  vehicles  were  obtained  and  the  scheme  was  put  into 
operation. 

The  efficiency  of  the  new  vehicles  depends  to  a large 
extent  on  the  use  of  a standard  dustbin,  and  in  this  con- 
nection a survey  was  made  during  the  year  to  ascertain  the 
number  of  receptacles  which  needed  replacing.  Informal 
notices  were  served  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  on  the 
people  concerned,  which  resulted  in  the  replacement  of 
most  of  the  unsatisfactory  containers*  Statutory  action 
was  necessary  in  only  23  cases.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  work  carried  out  bj  this  Authority  was  continued, 
as  In  previous  years,  on  the  lines  recommended  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

Free  treatment  is  given  at  private  dwelling-houses 
(except  in  cases  of  obvious  neglect),  and  business  prem- 
ises are  charged  according  to  the  extent  of  the  infesta- 
tion and  the  time  spent  on  it.  This  service  is  widely 
known  in  the  district,  and  full  advantage  is  taken  of  it 
by  householders  and  traders. 

During  routine  inspections  in  the  Urban  District  care 
ful  observations  are  made  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
of  any  known  or  likely  sources  of  infestation,  so  that  in 
the  event  of  any  sporadic  outbreaks,  prompt  measures  can 
be  taken  to  deal  with  any  infestations  that  may  occur,  and 
special  attention  is  paid  to  the  Council’s  refuse  tips. 

All  complaints  received  during  the  year  were  of  a minor 
nature,  although  there  was  a slight  rise  in  the  number  of 
complaints  during  this  period.  However,  the  infestations 
were  quickly  and  efficiently  dealt  with  by  the  Rodent 
Operator . 

As  the  appointed  representatives  on  the  Kent  No.  1 
Workable  Area  Committee  for  the  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice.  Councillor  E,  Valsler  and  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  attended  a meeting  of  the  Committee  on  the  9th 
July,  which  was  held  at  Canterbury. 

A one  day  Refresher  Course  for  Local  Authority  opera- 
tors was  held  in  Ramsgate  on  the  6th  November,  which  the 
Council’s  Operator  attended.

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

When  necessary,  disinfestation  is  carried  out  with  a 
liquid  insecticide;  two  reports  of  this  nature  were  received 
and  dealt  with  during  the  year. 


Fouling  of  Footpaths  by  Dogs. 

For  some  years  now  the  Council  have  received  complaints 
regarding  the  fouling  of  footpaths  by  dogs,  and  the  County 
Council  made  a byelaw  on  the  "Fouling  of  Footways  by  Dogs" 
and  this  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  March  1956, 
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The  local  Council  continued  to  display  posters  on 
Council  sites  during  the  year. 

Complaints  of  this  nature  are  still  received  from 
time  to  time:  hut  this  is  a nost  difficult  problem  as 
complainants  themselves  are  unwilling  to  be  drawn  into 
any  action  which  could  be  taken  under  the  appropriate  bye- 
laws . 


Pet  Animals  Act,  1951. 

Three  applications  for  the  renewal  of  existing  licen- 
ces under  Section  1 of  this  Act  were  received  together 
with  the  appropriate  fees,  during  the  year. 

The  premises  referred  to  in  the  applications  were 
Inspected  and  found  to  be  suitable  for  this  purpose,  and 
the  necessary  licences  were  granted. 

The  conditions  under  which  animals  should  be  kept  are 
Incorporated  in  the  licence. 


Riding  Establishments  Act,  1959. 

This  Act  is  designed  to  prevent  horses  from  Riding 
Establishments  being  worked  whilst  in  an  unfit  condition. 
There  are  three  establishments  in  the  district  which  were 
Inspected  from  time  to  time  during  the  year,  but  no  action 
was  necessary  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 


Rag  Flock  and  Other  Filling  Materials  Act,  1951. 

There  are  no  premises  in  the  Urban  District  which 
require  to  be  registered  or  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  the  above  Act, 


Heating  Appliances  (Fireguards)  Act,  1952. 

This  Act,  together  with  Regulations  made  thereunder, 
prohibits  the  sale  or  letting  of  unguarded  electric  fires, 
gas  fires  and  oil  heaters. 
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Routine  visits  were  made  during  1959  in  connection 
with  the  Act:  generally,  the  manufacturers  of  appliances 
Incorporate  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations  In  their 
methods  of  manufacture.  No  contravention  of  the  Act  was 
observed . 


Clean  Air  Act.  1956-58. 

Certain  provisions  of  this  Act  came  into  force  in 
December  1956;  and  further  provisions  were  brought  into 
operation  in  June  1958, 

The  Urban  District,  being  a seaside  holiday  resort 
and  a non-industrial  area,  no  trouble  of  this  nature  was 
experienced  during  the  year.  The  whole  of  the  Thanet 
area,  which  Includes  Broadstairs  and  St,  Peter's,  is  for- 
tunately remarkably  free  from  'smog'.

The  final  number  of  infectious  disease  notification 
certificates  received  (820),  was  much  higher  than  the 
figure  for  the  previous  year  (332),  This  Increase  was 
mainly  due  to  the  high  number  of  Measles  cases  as  against 
the  previous  year's  figure  of  112;  and  the  number  of 
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Chickenpox  and  Whooping  patients  notified  - these  being 
239  and  40  as  against  the  1958  figures  of  181  and  14  res- 
pectively, Fortunately  no  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were 
notified  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year.

Particulars  of  Notifications:- 


Scarlet  Fever;  In  1959  a total  of  13  cases  of  Scarlet 

Fever  were  notified  in  11  families  and  one 
Holiday  Home,  involving  four  children  under 
school  age  and  nine  school  children. 

Whooping  Cough:  Three  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified 

during  the  first  quarter  of  the  year;  no 
notifications  were  received  during  the 


second  quarter;  during  the  third  quarter  34  patients 
were  notified;  and  In  the  December  quarter  only  three 
notifications  for  this  disease  were  received. 

Seventeen  children  under  school  age,  B2  school  child- 
ren and  one  adult  - the  father  of  two  of  the  child 
patients  - were  affected.  Twenty-two  of  the  patients 
were  boys  and  17  were  girls.  They  were  all  nursed  at 
home.  Twenty -eight  families  were  affected. 

Poliomyelitis : No  notifications  were  received  during 

the  year  in  respect  of  Polionyelitis . 

Measles : The  outbreak  of  Measles  which  commenced 

at  the  end  of  1958  and  was  mentioned  in 
my  report  of  that  year,  continued 
through  the  first  quarter  of  the  year,  483  notifications 
being  received  during  that  period.  During  the  second 
quarter  24  patients  were  notified;  in  the  third  quarter 
five;  and  in  the  last  quarter  only  three. 

Dysentery ; The  first  case  of  Dysentery  was  a girl 

of  17  years,  a student  nurse  at  the 
Halne  Hospital:  she  was  nDved  to  Haine 
Hospital  for  treatment  on  the  5th  April,  The  second  case 
was  a child  of  four  years,  who  was  nursed  at  home.  The 
third  patient  was  a girl  of  12  years  of  age  at  one  of  the 
Boarding  Schools:  she  was  reniDved  to  the  Haine  Hospital; 
and  the  fourth  a school  girl  of  13  years  who  had  been  to 
Germany  for  summer  holidays  and  did  not  feel  well  on  the 
way  home,  so  had  apparently  contracted  the  disease  before 
leaving  Germany:  she  was  nursed  at  home.  These  patients 
all  recovered. 

The  four  patients  were  entirely  separate  patients 
living  in  different  parts  of  the  town:  they  occurred  at 
the  beginning  of  April,  the  beginning  of  May,  early  July 
and  early  September. 

Pneumonia:  Seven  patients  were  notified  as  suffer- 

ing from  Pneumonia  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas : Both  the  cases  of  Erysipelas  occurred 

in  July,  one  a young  man  of  23  years  of 
age  who  was  removed  to  the  Haine  Hospi- 
tal for  treatment,  and  the  other,  a lady  of  70  years  of 
age,  who  was  nursed  at  home. 
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Chlckenpox : In  accordance  with  the  Order  made  by  the 

Urban  District  Council  in  the  year  1923, 
Chlckenpox  was  still  notifiable  in  the 
Urban  District,  and  during  the  year  239  cases  were  notified 
52  children  under  school  age,  185  school  children  and  two 
adults , 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  held  on 
the  22nd  December  1959,  it  was  recommended  that  application 
be  made  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  consent  to  the  revo- 
cation of  the  Order  approved  by  him  on  the  3rd  November 
1930,  applying  the  Infectious  Disease  (Notification)  Act, 
1889,  in  the  district  of  the  Council  to  the  Infectious 
disease  known  as  chlckenpox. 


TUBERCULOSIS . 


Prevention  of  Tuberculosis  : Care  and  Aftercare. 


A scheme  is  operated  Jointly  by  the  Kent  County 
Council  and  the  local  Aftercare  Committee,  for  the  provi- 
sion of  care  and  aftercare  of  patients  suffering  from 
Tuberculosis:  through  this  scheme  arrangements  are  made, 
where  necessary,  for  assistance  to  be  rendered  in  various 
ways  - the  provision  of  shelters;  extra  nourishment; 
nursing  requisites;  beds;  bedding;  clothing;  etc.. 

Home  visiting  is  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Health  Visitor  for  the  area,  who  gives  suitable  advice  to 
the  patients. 

Where  there  is  need  help  is  given  in  solving  housing 
problems  and  assisting  with  removal  expenses;  the  admis- 
sion of  patients  to  Holiday  Homes  is  arranged;  and 
materials  are  provided  for  recreational  therapy. 

When  the  Chest  Physician  considers  patients  are  fit 
for  work,  they  are  referred  to  the  I/Iinistry  of  Labour  for 
entry  of  their  names  on  the  Disablement  Register.

During  the  year  hospital  and  sanatorium  treatment 
for  varying  periods  of  time,  according  to  the  severity  of 
the  illness,  was  made  available  for  six  Broadstairs

Non-Notif iable  Diseases  - Cancer, 

In  recent  years  much  prominence  has  been  given 
nationally  to  the  subject  of  Cancer  generally,  but  chiefly 
in  relation  to  smoking. 

It  is  reported  in  the  Ministry  of  Health  Report  for 
1958  - ’’The  Lung  Cancer  death  rate  per  million  living 
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continues  to  Increase  in  both  sexes  but  there  is  some 
evidence  that  the  rate  of  increase  is  slowing  down.  The 
ratio  of  the  male  to  the  female  death  rate  is  nov/  6,6  to  1 
but  it  is  significant  that  it  is  the  over-50  age  group 
only  that  is  responsible  for  the  increasing  ratio  - below 
this  age  the  ratio  between  the  sexes  now  appears  to  be 
static  or  even  lessening  slightly.  This  is  what  might  be 
expected  to  occur  if  cigarette  smoking  were  a major  causa- 
tive factor. 

"Early  diagnosis  is  based  largely  on  chest  radiogra- 
phy. I«CLniature  radiography  is  of  considerable  value  in 
sorting  out  suspicious  cases  as  well  as  revealing  numbers 
of  unsuspected  cases." 

In  relation  to  the  last  paragraph,  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  the  before  mentioned  ’Nil’  report  given  as  a result 
of  the  examination  for  Cancer  of  the  Lung  in  both  the 
Schools  and  the  General  Public  Groups  during  the  April 
1959  Survey  at  Broadstairs, 


Disinfection, 


The  disinfection  of  bedding  and  clothing  is  done  by 
the  Bacterol  process  of  vapourization,  and  is  carried  out 
at  the  Council’s  Disinfection  Station,  Infected  bedding 
and  clothing  is  removed  in  a special  van  before  disinfec- 
tion of  premises  is  carried  out.

THE  MEAT  (STAINING  AND  STERILI- 
ZATION) REGULATIONS,  1959.  - 
and  the  MEAT  (STAINING  AND 
STERILIZATION)  (REVOCATION) 
REGULATIONS,  1959.  - The  first 
Regulations  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  April  1959,  and  pro- 
vided for  the  staining  and  sterilizing  of  all  meat  which 
was  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  all  meat  from  knackers ’ 
yards.  They  also  prohibited  the  sale  by  retail  of  any  un- 
fit meat  unless  it  had  been  sterilized,  exceptions  being 
made  only  for  sales  from  slaughterhouses  and  knackers ’ 
yards  to  zoos,  menageries  and  mink  farms.  The  second  Reg- 
ulations dated  5th  March  1959  revoked  the  before  mentioned 
Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations,  1959,

VACCINATION  AGAINST  POLIOMfEL- 
TIS,  - These  letters  give  de- 
tails of  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  E.C,N,320  which  sets 
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out  particulars  of  an  extension  to  the  scheme  which  was 
then  in  force  for  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis.  The 
last  letter  stated  that  a further  extension  to  this  scheme 
had  been  announced  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  include 
all  persons  up  to  the  age  of  forty,  together  with  certain 
specified  special  groups. 


THE  MLICAHID  DAIRIES  (GENERAL) 
REGULATIONS,  1959.  - These 
Regulations  re-enact  with  amend 
ments  the  Mlk  and  Dairies  Regu 
latlons,  1949  to  1954,  and  set 
out  the  principal  changes. 


THE  ICE  CREAM  (HEAT  TREATMENT, 
Etc.)  REGULATIONS,  1959.  - 
These  Regulations  consolidate 
and  amend  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat 
Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations, 
1947  to  1952.  They  require  that  Ingredients  used  In  the 
manufacture  of  ice-cream  are  to  be  pasteurized  by  one  or 
other  of  three  specified  methods  or  sterilized  and  there- 
after kept  at  a low  temperature  until  the  freezing  process 
is  begun.  The  Regulations  make  it  an  offence  to  sell  or 
offer  for  sale  ice-cream  which  has  not  been  so  treated  or 
which  has  been  allowed  to  reach  a temperature  exceeding 
28‘^P.  without  again  being  treated.  The  circular  also  sets 
out  certain  exemptions  from  the  requirement  of  the  Regula- 
tions ,

consign  or  deliver,  or  import  into  England  or  Wales,  any 
food  which  contains  more  than  1*0  part  per  million  of 
arsenic.  Lower  limits  are  specified  for  beverages,  some 
are  specified  for  some  foods  which,  generally,  are  either 
essences  or  ancillary  foods.
